The Railroad Line Across Lake 
Michigan Ready for 
Operiition. 


GREAT FLEET OF WATER CRAFT. 


Th« Tu* Plaoh«r Is th« Lars«st and 
StaunohM t'Tu« Boat on tho 
Oroat LakM. 


Few people realize what mammoth 
boats it takes to conduct a oar ferry 
butiness. The two transportii and tug 
which oame In yesterday and will go on 
the route from this city to Manitowoc 
in connection with the Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral) Chicago & Northwestern and Big 
Four railroads are undergoing the 
needed repairs and changes at the Big 
Four docks near the elevator and are 
attracting hundreds of people. 


The fleet of boats belong to the Lake 
Michigan Car Ferry Transportation 
company and comprise the tug S. M. 
Fischer and transports No. 1 and 4. 
representing $250,000 capital invested. 


The tug S. M. Fischer can hardly be 
called a tiig as she is more like a good 
sized steamboat. She is a steel craft 
and built for winter service and Is au 
lee breaker. The boat Is IfiO feet long, 
31-foot beam and draw's 14 feet of water. 
The engines arc 2,400 Lorse power 
making her the most (powerful tug in 
the United States. Eighteen men con­ 
stitute her crew. She is in command 
of Captain Dunn. 


The transports are strange looking 
craft but are built to stand ^ l kinds of 
weather. Transport No. I is 317 feet 
long, 44 feet wide and draws about four 
feet of water when light or seven and 
a half feet when loaded. No. 4 is 320 
feet long, 47 feet wide and draws the 
same amount of water as the other. 
The deck of either boat looks like the 
switch yard of some railroad.. The 
loaded cars are run up a slight Incline 
onto the boats and they are firmly held 
In position by an iron lock. 
Sixty 
loaded cars can be taken at one trip. 


In the bow of each boat Is a cabin in 
which are nine berths, kitchen, wheel 
house, pantry and closets. In each 
room is a steam radiator, and Brussels 
carpet covers the floor of the state 
rooms. There Is a spare room on each 
boat In case a passenger should wish lo 
make the trip. 


Transport No. 1 Is In command of 
Captain Cavanaugh and No. 4 is in 
command of Captain Emerson. 


The process of loading will commence 
this evening and as it only takes 30 
minutes to load a boat an early start is 
expected on the first trip tonight. 


it is expected to make from three to 
four round trips a week. 


These boats are comparatively new 
only being run last summer on the 
South Chicago and Pesthigo route. 


Today’s Chicago Record says: 
A 
railroad track now crosses Lake Mich­ 
igan and makes a direct route between 
the oast and west shore. It has no ties 
nor spikes, 
although there will be 
plenty of ballast, and it may shift a 
mile or two to the north or south, ac­ 
cording to the direction and force of 
the wind. But trains will run, east one 
day and west the next, and schedule 
time will be posted, if not always ob­ 
served as on any railroad ashore. 


The first two trains left Benton Har­ 
bor last nlgnt, and will reach Manito­ 
woc, Wls., some time this afternoon or 
tonight if conditions are favorable. 
Owing to the necessliies of water rail­ 
roading they were run on two big 
ferries at Benton Harbor before any 
attempt was made at settiog out into 
the lake, and the tug Fischer, churn­ 
ing at the west end of a stout hawser, 
undertook to do all ihe work. 


It was the initial trip of the Wiscon­ 
sin & Michigan railway company’s new 
ferry line, by which the eastern rail­ 
roads will make short work of t|ie un­ 
obliging lake which cuts off their route 
to the northwest, and the western roads 
will save money and gain time to the 
eastern seaboard. A large part of the 
freight business of the “Big h'our” and 
tlie West Michigan roads for the north­ 
west will be handled through Benton 
Hai b.jr by ttiis line. 
At Manitowoc the 
Chicago 
Northwestern and Wiscon­ 
sin Central i-uads will receive the east­ 
ern freight and send back cars of their 
own. 


Fifty-nine cars were loaded on the flat 
scows last night. For the present the 
two ferries and the tug Fischer will 
constitute the railway equipment. The 
distance from Benton Harbor to Mani­ 
towoc is about 150 miles, and can be 
made in a day by the.powerful tug in 
good weather. 


The Wisconsin & Michigan railway 
company is a branch of the Lake Mich- 
igai^ Car Ferry Transportation com-

Lawyer Sears Takes Advantage of 
tho Supreme Court's Opinion

> Eighteen hours a day now cooBtitutes 
a day’s work for the St. Joseph & Ben­ 
ton Harbor street railway conductors. 
At least a few of them have been put- 
tihff in that time for several days pa^t. 


A majority of tho old conductors are 
'being laM off, but for what reason it 
has not been explained to some of them 
who were turned away a week ago. A 
ipreen conductor is a poor tbin^ for the 
oomtNinyand the old men remaining 
are being worked to full capacity. 


“It was the spotter who got us fired, ” 
said one of the old conductors today, 
“and the spotter was thoroughly unac­ 
quainted in the city. There are at 
least 150 people in the two towns who 
ride on passes and of course the fare 
register makes no account of these. 


“There is another thing which is un­ 
fair with the conductor. There arc 
about a doxen people whom the con­ 
ductor must ol]^y. For instance Dr. 
Keith will bring a party of friends and 
put them on the car and instruct the 
conductor to collect no fares of them: 
Lady Keith will bring other friends 
and the same gift of passing people 
without passes is accorded Nannie 
Bean, young William Worth Bean, 
Mrs. Bean, Superintendent Mason, Sec­ 
retary Hull and of course the old col­ 
onel himself. A siwtter gets on tho 
car and looks at tlie register and then 
counts the passengers. Of course the 
register and the number do not tally, 
but what can'the conductor do. 


“I have comu to the conclusion that 
a conductor who wants to hold his job on 
the road must pay cash out of his own 
pocket for every deadhead carried “and 
then his 
register would always be 
right. This is what the 
company 
evidently would like. 


•‘Another thing that is wrong is the 
transfer system in vogue at the new 
addition in St. Joe. 
When passentrers 
are transferred from one car to another 
they are given no transfer ticket but 
the only evidence tho conductor ha.s \n 
the word of tho passenger.” 


The investigations of the charges 
are conducted by Mr. Bean himself, 
and he conducts them the same as he 
transacts all bis other business—talks 
like a house atire and allows the ac­ 
cused to listen but never get in a word. 
The colonel took a trip to Ohio last 
week as he was worried over his supply 
of coal and the Invostigatlons into the 
charges against the suspend:sd con­ 
ductors have been postponed.

Constable R. C. SInsabauRh Knew 
Him When He Was a W ealthy 
M erchant. 


Three years ago a shabbily dressed 
and forlorn-looking man, whose ap- 
'pearance denoted him to be a wan­ 
derer called at the home of Constable 
R. C. Sinsabaugh, Ogden avenue, and 
called for the loan of 25 cents. 
He re­ 
ceived the money 
and went away. 
Last night the officer met the same 
man upon the 
streets. 
A look of 
recognition was exchanged and with 
the hearty solutation, ‘‘hello, Dick,” 
the man approached Mr. Sinsabaugh 
and gave his hand a vigorous shake. 


“Well. Charlie, where havd ■ you 
been since 1 saw you three years ago?” 
was the first query propounded 
by 
Constable Sinsabaugh. 


‘‘I haven’t been far away,” was the 
reply, uttered with a tinge of pathos 
in the words. 


The meeting of the two men was 
significant. They were friends 20 years 
ago at Towanda, Pa. Mr. Sinsabaugh 
was deputy sheriiT at the time and 
Charles Patch, the name of the humble 
berry-picker, was a wealthy wholesale 
grocer. He was in business with his 
brother and the two owned and con­ 
trolled a business worth $100,000. 
Charles Patch was a particular friend 
of Robert A. Packer, then the presi­ 
dent of the Lehigh Valley railway. 
He belonged to the same club, took 
outings with him and was a close com­ 
panion of the railway magnate. 


Today Charles Patch is picking ber­ 
ries for Peter J. Daley near this city. 
He has no money, no clothes, no friends 
and is a drunkard. His companions 
are among tramps and with them he 
has traveled from city to city begging, 
stealing, sleeping in box cars and par­ 
taking of all the hardships of tramp 
life. His fall from a position of wealth, 
power and iniluence to the level of a 
tramp was caused by his insatiable ap­ 
petite for rum. With him drinking is 
a disease and of the thousands of vic­ 
tims he is one of the most unfortunate. 


He had a happy family when Mr. 
Sinsabaugh knew him in the Pennsyl 
vania town. He is now alone in the 
world. He is .50 years old, but he looks 
much older. The stamp of dissipation 
is portr-ayed in every feature. It was 
between 18(i0 and 1872 that he managed 
his extensive grocery business in To­ 
wanda, and the circumstance which 
dated the beginningof his acquaintance 
with Officer Sinsabaugh was his arrest 
with a party of rich friends for violat­ 
ing the fish and erame law. The mem­ 
bers ot the party anticipated arrest, 
but they were willing to pay lines to 
enjoy their own peculiar way of lishing. 
Their arrest was made by Mr. Sinsa­ 
baugh, and three years ago when 
Charles Patch called 
on the officer 
here ne recalled the circumstance. 


After fast living had brought ruin to 
the business of Patch brothers Charles 
became a wanderer and since 1872 he 
had been without a home and without 
friends. He drifted into Benton Har­ 
bor three years ago and hearing Con­ 
stable Sinsabaugh’s name mentioned 
he learned his address and called on 
him. 
He was destitute and hungry,’ 
and as night was approaching wiien he 
reached the otllcer’s home he was in 
vited to remain until morning. 
He 
declined the invitation and with the 
25 cents given him he departed. 
Not 
until last night did he again appear 
He was urged to accomi)any the officer 
home, but still having some pride, he 
refused. 
He is not disposed to talk 
over the scenes of his early life and 
with a few common place utterances 
he bade Mr. Sinsabaugh good bye and 
went back to the berry fields.

The negro has undoubtedly a very 
strong inclination to sleep in the day 
and to spend the night in gossip, dancing 
or singing. On this account he is often 
nuisance to his neighbors, especially 
when he has n wake. As his home is 
often nothing mòre than a single room 
about eight feet square, the funeral 
larty is conducted in the open yard; 
aere congregate 50 to 100 people, who 
begin the entertainment witl) hymns, 
{oing on after midnight to songs and 
I ;ames and often winding np toward 
morning with a free fight. Then there 
the cumfoo dance, one of the finest 
institutions in the world for producing 
nightmare. Two men beat drums with 
the hands, the one instrument produc* 
ng a tumtum and the other a rattle 
rattle, almost without intermission dur- 
>ug the whole night. At intervals of 
about a minute the party utters a weird 
cry in some African language which 
startles you as you lie in bed vainly try- 
ng to sleep. As hour after hour passes 
your house appeah to vibrate, the bed 
shakes and your spine feels as if made 
np of loose segments. How can the 
drummers keep this up for ten hours? 
And the dancers? With the latter ex- 
laustion alternates with the renewal of 
the orgy; one set falls down and anoth­ 
er takes its place. This and other dances 
are connected with obeah, the witch 
cult of the African. 


Every negro and most of the colored 
people have an innate fear of the Obeah 
man, however they may deny it to the 
whites. «One of the latest developments 
of this superstition was brought to my 
notice a short time ago in connection 
with a cricket match. The East Coast 
Invincibles and the Admirable Creolians 
were to play a match, and from a few 
words dropped by the captain of the lat- 
i;er it appears that he was sure of vic­ 
tory to his side because a notable obeah 
man bad oiled their bat.—Saturday Re­ 
view.

W hite Dome Oeyaer T ellow atone Park. 


“A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily re'tached by bicycle, 
tourist* wagon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature’s caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
tbe immaculate White Dome. Ai one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
challenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped 
mound, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality.
